LONDON, March 4—By vote of the 
Grand National Assembly at Angora 
the Caliph has been deposed and the 
Caliphate abotMished. Thus a step of 
world-wide significance has been taken 
and the Turks ‘have deliberately ‘jet- 
tisoned an attribute which, since 1517, 
has been their greatest glory and the 
principal source of their strength. 
It Would be idle to deny tlfe supreme 
importance of this decision or its 
inevitable influence upon politics in 
‘Turkey, the world of Islam and 
Kurope. 

Opinions will necessarily vary con- 
cerning the motives which have driven 
the Kemalists to this extreme. It is 
possible to regard it as the natural 
seque] to the policy which abolished 
the Sultantate and set up a republic 
in which are vested the sovereign 
rights of the people and state. Angora 
has doubtless found even the existence 
of spiritual authority inconvenient, 
just as Italian statesmen often chafed 
at the. Vatican’s prerogatives. The 
Kemalists may have regarded the 
Caliphate as a barrier to democratic 
development nad an obstacle to the 
establishment of equal relations with 
westernism—in short, one may justi- 
fiably suggest that -it was impossible 
for Turkey to enter the comity of 
European nations ‘while it retained a 
distinctive religious flavor. 


Infatuated With Westernism 


But however much the Kemalists 
are infatuated with westernism, it is 
impossible to accept this as a full 
explanation.. The movement has been 
accompanied by a frenzy of anti-for- 
eign agitation; on the other hand, it 
is undeniable that the local opposi- 
tion £0 the Kemalist régime tended to 
center on the Caliphate and exploit 
the innate religious fervor of the na- 
tives against the present Government. 
The Caliphate, in facet, has been the 
only menace to the swollen vanity of 
the country’s new rulers.

This was the statement of Dr. 8S. 
B. Haskel) of the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College at Amherst in an 
address on “Economic Farming = for 
Southern New England,” at the open- 
ing this forenoon of the three-day 
session of the Rhode Island Agricul- 
tural Conference, which proposes to 
adopt a program for the improvement 
of agriculture in the State. The slo- 
gan is “for a better Rhode Island 
through better agriculture.” 

Dr. Haskell’s was the first address 
of the conference, preceded only by 
the calling of the conference and the 
welcoming addresses. 

Prof. Harry R. Lewis of Davisville, 
R. 1., who left the chair of poultry 
husbandry at Rutgers to demonstrate 
that farming may succeed in Rhode 
Island and is entering his third year 
of the experiment, presided. He 
opened the conference in the Biltmore 
Hotel at 10 a. m. Gov. William S. 
Flynn welcomed the visitors in behalf 
of the State, and Mayor Joseph H. 
Gainer, ia behalf of the city. 

Responses to these addresses were 
by Profegsor Lewis, for the Rhode Is- 
land Federation of Farm Bureaux, and 
by President Thomas F. I. McDonnell, 
for the Providence Chamber of Coni- 
merce. 


West Being Industrialized 


Dr. Haskell] told the conference that 
the west is becoming industrialized; 
the population is increasing exceed- 
ingly rapidly and “the empty spaces 
are being filled up.” He continued: 
“Those places first settled in.the west- 
ern wave of emigration can soon have 
no surplus food to send in to New 
England. Ohio has reached the point 
where the history of New England is 
being repeated. If the population in 
the next 25 years increases at a rea- 
sonable rate, not at the rate it has 
increased, the State will cease to be 


a 


Ralph A. Sheals, assistant state en- 
tomologist of Rhode Island, who spoke 


at this afternoon's session. told the con- 


ference, “The unrestricted portable 
sawmill’s operations have been the 
curse of Rhode Island forests.” Mr. 
Sheals asserts that as long as the av- 
erage citizen “views with passive un- 
concern” the: impending timber fam- 
ine no adequate steps wil] be taken 
toward reforestation. 


Farm Woodlots Advocated 


“Farm Woodlots,” was the subject 
of the talk by Harris A. Reynolds, 


secretary of the Massachusetts For- 


estry Association. He said that the 
woodlot is as indispensable as the 
pasture lot to the farmer in New Eng- 
land. He advocated foresting with 
pines “those brush pastures” and 
huckleberry lots which are now not 
paying a profit. Of the average 70- 
acre farm usually 12 acres is waste 
land. ‘ 

The discussion on subjects of the 
day’s conference was led by Law- 
rence G. Dodge of the Rhode Island 
State College at Kingston. Poultry 
will be the theme of tonight's ses- 
sions with addresses by Prof. Roy E. 
Jones of the Connecticut Agricultural 
College at Storrs by Prof. W. C. Mon- 
ahan of the Massachusetts College 
and by Herman A. Walker of the At- 
lantic Coast Poultry Association. 
Professor Lewis will lead the discus- 
sion. John A. Kiernan will preside. 

The address by Henry C. Wallace, 
Secretary of Agriculture, will end the 
conference on Thursday. On that day 
Dr. Louise Stanley, chief of the 
United States Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics and Dr. Kenyon L. Butterfield, 
president of the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College, will deliver ad- 
dresses.

What is expected to be one of the 


largest and most elaborate fraternal 
ceremonials ever held in Massachu- 
setts will be staged at Tremont Tem- 
ple, Boston, March 12, by’ Siloam 
Shrine, No. 3, Order of the White 
Shrine of Jerusalem. The ceremonial 
is to be, in effect, a rendezvous of 
eight shrines, .with officers of each, 


participating in the initiation of more 
than 200 candidates. 

The White Shrine is not limited in 
the number participating as officers, 
and, on occasions such as the coming 
ceremonial, elaborate plans have been 
made to obtain large numbers of at- 
tendants, guards, maids of honor, 
flower girls, etc. from the other 
shrines.

BUCHAREST, Feb. 15 (Special Cor-

the army. A large part of the Ru- 
manian army’s requirements since the 
war have been filled from French 
sources—some “ the purchases hav- 
ing been made imp the regular com- 
mercial way, but most ‘of them 
financed by the French Government 
on such terms that they have been 
able to work off their own excess sup- 
plies, as well'as considerable quanti- 
ties of second-hand matériel, includ- 
igg airplanes, artillery, etc. 

There has recently, however, been 
a cooling off in Franco-Rumanian re- 
lations, and this has been brought 
very much to the front during the 
last few days by the official announce- 
ment that the Rumanian Government 
has withdrawn its request for a credit 
of 100,000,000 francs (te be taken al- 
most entirely in armaments) from the 
1,000,000,000 franc fund voted several 
weeks ago by the French Chamber for 
the benefit of the Little Entente coun- 
tries and Poland. It is stated that 
Rumania's “renunciation” of the 100,- 
000,000-franc credit is due to the fact 
that the French were disposed to 
haggle too much over the matter of 
security for the loan. 

The real reasons, it is suspected, 
are that, first, the French Govern- 
ment wanted oil concessions in re-

POLITICS OF FRENCH PRESS SAID 
TO BE GUIDED BY FOREIGN MONEY 


Communists Assert That Evidence in’ Russian Archives 
Leads Them to Charge Gross Venality Against Papers 


By SISLEY HUDDLESTON 


PARIS, Feb. 18 (Special Correspond- 
ence)—The revelations of Humanité, 
which is no longer the organ of tite 
French Socialist Party but now be- 
longs to the Communists, cannot be 
allowed to pass altogether unnoticed. 

In the Russian archives the Com- 
munists have fouhd evidence which 
has induced them to make the most 
sweeping charges about the venality 
of the French press. The charges are 
that from 1897 and during the Russo-

cate | lliteracy Before the Re-. 
public's Tenth Anniversary 


MOSCOW, Feb. 15 (Special Corre- 
‘spondence)—One of the most interest- 
reports delivered before the All- 
Russian Soviet Congress, which has 
‘just concluded its sessions here, was 
that of Lunacharsky, Commissar for 
Education, .on Russia’s campaign 
against flliteracy. 

The average of illiteracy is approxi- 
mately three times, higher in the 
country districts than in the, cities, 
and women are much more apt to be 
illiterate than are men. 

Lunacharsky pointed out that the 


j average of literacy tends to decrease 


among the youth below the age of 20. 
This may be attributed partly to the 
present difficult position of the Rus- 
sian elementary school system, which 
suffers acutely from lack of teachers, 
textbooks, equipment, and supplies, 
and partly to the decline in the cam- 
paign for the abolition of illiteracy 
which was carried on so energetically 
during the early years—of the revo- 
lution. 

5,000,000. People Taught to Read 
This movement was in full swing 
‘in 1920 and 1921. A large number of 
special readers were issued; courses 
were instituted in connection with the 
Red Army; and it was estimated that 
5,000,000 people were taught the rudi- 
ments of reading and writing at this 
time, although Lunacharsky sug- 


gests that many of these, left without |. 


further teaching, might very well 
have sunk back into illiteracy. 

The famine, with the consequent 
concentration of all the state resources 
upon the elementary task of feeding 
the hungry, was a severe blow to the 
campaign -against illiteracy. The 
average number of centers for teach- 
ing illiterates in each province fell 
from 1600 in 1921 to 150 in 1922 

With the gradual recovery of the 
country during the last 18 months the 
‘idea of instituting a mass drive 
against illiteracy has been revived. 
The present plan, as outlined by 
Lunacharsky, is to teach all the youth 
of*the Soviet Union to read and write 
by the tenth anniversary of the revo- 
lution, in November, 1927. It is felt 
that it would be hopeless to attempt 
to persuade the older illiterates to 
learn, and it is by no means certain 


that the Government will be able to 
provide education for every child, 
even by 1927.

If passed, it will be put into force on. 
May 1 this year and may not be de- 
nounced for 20 years. If any dif-| 
ference of opinion concerning the 
interpretation «of the -agreement 
emerges, such disagreement will be, 
solved by the Permanent International 
Court -of Justice at The Hague. .

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ESTHONIA COMBATS 
COMMUNIST AIMS 


Minister of Interior Makes Grave 
Statement Regarding Soviet 
Government Activities 


REVAL, Esthonia, Feb. 16 (Spe- 
cial Correspondence)—The statements 
made by the Esthonian Minister of 
the Interior to the representatives of 
the local press in connection with the 
recently effected arrest of about 150 
Communistic agitators throw an inter- 
esting light on the activities carried 
on in the states of eastern and west- 
ern Europe by agents of Communist 
headquarters f{n Moscow. He said 
in part: 

The Communistic Red International 
(Comintern) was formed in Moscow 
for the definite purpose of. utilizing 
the international political and eco- 
nomic conditions in order to estab- 
lish in the different foreign states 
Soviet governments after the Rus- 
sian pattern. The Comintern was 
from the very beginning not a social 
organization but a_ semiofficial body 
on the same basis_as the Russian 
Government, which allows it a yearly 
budget amounting fo hundreds of 
millions of gold rubles in order to 
enable it to overthrow the bourgeois 
governments of other states wher- 
ever possible. For this purpose the 
workmen of all countries must be 
won to the cause of Communism. 
This is not propaganda for an ideal 


but the organization of an immediate 
armed unheaval. 


Germany Alone Tolerates Commanism | 


The different governments, there- 
fore, take practical steps in order to 
avert this danger and nowhere the 
Communists are allowed to carry on 
their agitation, except in Germany. 
where it was temporarily tolerated 
until it resulted in the armed con- 
flict which took place there not-Hiong 
ago. In the Baltic states two differ- 
ent policies have heen put _ into 
practice: In Latvia, Lithuania, and 


Poland no political activity of the 
Communists is allowed. Whoever 
considers himself a Communist of 
the Third International is ipso facto | 
liable to be prosecuted. In these | 
countries there is consequently. no 
Communist Party in Parliament or 
municipal administrations. and no 
Communistic periodicals can bs pub- | 
lished. Another epolicy had heen | 
adopted by Esthonia and Finland. 
The Government interferes only when 
it has to face manifestly criminal in- 
tentions or acts. So long as they re- 
gained within the limits of our laws 
we have tolerated Communistic or- 
ganizations and have not prevented 
the publication of Communistic _lit- 
erature. 

The recent arrest of the Es- 
thonian Communistic leaders was due 
to the fact that according to news 
received by the Government the Com- 
munistic organizations were plan- 
ning to take steps in the near future 
aiming at the overthrow of the con- 
stitutional demucratic Government of 
Esthonia. Several of these organiza- 
tions had been legally registered, 
their statutes and official programs 
being in perfect conformity. with our 
laws. Our Government, however, is 
at present in possession of documents 
proving that these organizations are 
nothing else but sections of the 
Comintern in Moscow or of the Com- 


from which they received all instruc- 
tions .concerning their work and 
policy, and that all necessary prep- 
arations had been made to overthrow 
the Esthonian Government at any 
moment, and that these societies were 
financed by the Moscow International. 


Only Leaders Are Arrested

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President of American Land 
Grant Colleges Says Both | 
Should Be Adopted 


_KINGSTON, R. I., March 4 (Special!) 
—That the peace plan of The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor and the Bok 
peace plan are complementary and 
that: both should be adopted, is the 
opinion of Dr. Howard Edwards, 
president of the Rhode Island State 
College and also head of the Associa- 
tion 6f American Land Grant Colleges 
and -Experiment Stations which re- 
cently convened in Chicago. = 

“Since the publication, of the Moni- 
tor’s proposal of a constitutional 
amendment providing for conscription 
of property and labor as well as of 
persons for military service in case of 
war, the Bok peace plan has been 
chosen and published,” said Dr.’ 

Edwards. “Personally, I was opposed 
to the League of Nations incorporated 
in the Versailles Treaty, because it 
seemed to me to pledge the honor of 
our Nation to the impossible task of 
playing the part of policeman for a 
bankrupt Europe driven by ancient 
traditions of ambition, jealousy, and 
rapacity.”’ 

Dr. Edwards continued: 


I voted for the Bok peace plan, be- 
cause it eliminates these impossible 
pledges, while at the same time set- 
ting up machinery by which the na- 
tions of the world may progress 
toward realization of a human unity 
of interest finer, larger, and more 
vital than the petty ambitions and 
the spurious statesmanship of a 
smaller race and an earlier day. 

The Bok plan is an approach 
toward organized international life 
on the earth. Organization of some 
kind is urgently needed. The plan 
does not demand obvtous absurdities, 
does not require of us either efforts 
or sacrifices which human nature at 
its present stage of development can- 
not readily make; and no plan of 
organization better adapted to the 
purpose of warding off war has yet 
appeared. The obvious logic of the 
situation is therefore loyally to accept 
it and earnestly support it. 

The Christian. Science Monitor's 
peace plan approaches the problem of 
the abolition of war from an entirely 
different angle. It brings to bear on 
the action of the nation, not organ- 
ized external restraint, but, rather, 
from within, the brake of individual 
self-interest. The two plans are not 
at all exclusive the one of the other:

The wars of the future, if come they 
must, will be fought only on the basis 
of equal sacrifice on the part of all 
classes... The. hand -ef . Labor,*-the 
executive ability of Capital, and the 
tricky cunning of the financial adven- 
turer must be conscripted equally 
a the life and fortune of the sol- 

er. 

The constitutional amendment pro- 
posed by The Christian Science Mon- 
itor must be adopted or the Nation 
will disintegrate under the stress of 
some great international crisis.

T THE end of a narrow street, 
~ abrupt like a path in the moun- 
| tains, you reach a silent square. 
“There, at the foot of the Sacré-Coeur, 
stands the little ThéAtre Montmartre. 
Its inside walls are hung with pink 
chintz like old provincial rooms. This 
ThéAtre Montmartre is the refuge of 
the Atelier of Charles Dullin and his 
company. Not much more iban a year 
has passed since L’Atelier became a 
regular theater; but whoever does not 
know L’atélier will not have seen all 
the beginnings of the theatrical art 
of tomorrow. M. Dullin did not an- 
ticipate an immediate success, but was 
from the beginning resolved to push 
the experiment to the end. His great 
dream is to make of the theater an 
art so complete and so specific that 
to read a play will never be sufficient. 
It will become indispensable to have 
’ geen it if one is to understand and 
judge it. 
M. Dullin having come to the con- 
clusion that such a theater as his 
own cannot live in giving regular 


spectacles, has decided to play only ; 


four times a week in Paris and to give 
g the other three day:, repre- 
tions in the provinces where, he 
pleased to emphasize, there is an 
advanced public who asks above all 
pieces of “avant-garde,” like Jean 
Cocteau’s “Antigone” for example. 

M. Dullin believes that the public 
is given the kind of dramatic art it 
wants. Three years ago he was con-) 
fident that the public, tired of what 
can be qualified as the “boulevard” 
plays, would turn its attention toward 
a superior art. There was, indeed, a 
wave of snobisme which for a time 
carried the public away from the 
boulevard toward the “scénes d’avant- 
garde.” But it was snobisme—that is 
to say gr ysaan | which was not based 
on any real nee 

Antoine's Ploneering 

M. Dullin believes that the public 
has now gone back to the pre-war 
kind of productions and to the realis- 
tic mise en scéne. He points out that 
a man like Antoine, who all his life 
struggled for an ideal, now sees his 
ideal realized by commercial enter- 
prises which only follow the desires 
of their spectators. Twenty years 
have been required to popularize. the 
theories of Antoine’s Théatre Libre. 

Apart from the grand public, there 
is the intellectual public which has 
been impoverished by the war and 
whose efforts are encouraging, but 
unable to bring very efficacious help. 
M. Dullin finds that this reaction of 
the public has influenced playwriters. 
Finding the doors closed, young tal- 
ent has turned itself toward novel 
writing. The theater, by holding in 
detestation poetry and fantasy, has 
thus deprived itself of great authors. 

But there are of course exceptions. 
“L’ Atelier” is a living proof that zood 


authors exist. Recently it mounted a 
very entertaining play by a young man | 
-~M. Marcel Archard—which may be, 
regarded as its greatest 
“Voulez-vous jouer avec moa’’—such 
was the title—was a work of fantasy 
which during three acts kept the audi- 
ence interested in the peripatie of 
clowns. The famous Fratellini had 
lent a hand in the mise en scéne and 
had given M. Achard—who played one 
of the réles—useful indications in the 
art of make-up. 

Faithful to his scheme of a reper- 
tory theater M. Dullin interrupted the 
very successful representations of | 
“Voulez-vous jouer avec mo&” in order | 
to give a comedy of Goldoni's, “L’Even- | 
tail,” and “L’Occasion” of Prosper |: 
Mérimée. 

“L’Eventail” is a spectacle of rare. 
flavor. It is one of the plays which | 
Goldoni composed in Paris for the 
Italian troup. It shows the movement | 
of the streets, the artisans, the peas- 
ants, the bourgeois of the Venetian | 
life in his time. It is the story of the | 
fan which the beautiful Candida 
dropped one day from her balcony and 
that her lover Evaristo promised to | 
replace. But before reaching her the 
fan passed from hand to hand, excit- 
ing quarrels and jealousies and all 
sort of amusing complications. These | 
three little acts are of surprising | 
verve, mixing comedy, vaudeville and 
ballet. 


Brisk Performance 
The presentation at “L’Atelier’”’ was | 
most bewitching, with its high colored | 
costumes and décors. The troup itself | | 
is in constant progress. The play, all | 
in comings-and-goings, in episodical | 
scenes, was difficult to keep in its) 
just movement; but if was realized to | 
perfection. The youthful comedians | 
were all the time alert, brisk, gay, | 
lively. Every one of them, even in 
the smallest réles, deserved the ae 
applause of the enthusiastic audience. | 
“L’Occasion” of Prosper Mérimée is 
one of those pieces which though for | 
a long time regarded as Sao | 
are perfectly fitted to small stages. | 
This one-act play in which passion is | 
so concentrated that it reminds one | 
of the most striking stories of Edgar 
Allan Poe, Barbey d’Aurevilly or Vil- 
liers-de-L’Isle Adam, was interpreted 
by Mile.

The title of Miss Edginton’s new 
play, “The Fairy Tale,”,exactly de- 
scribes the play iteelf. It has been 
harshly and not altogether fairly crit- 


icized: for not being absolutely what 
is called “true to life,” but surely an 
jauthor’s work to be judged fairly must 
be judged from the author’s inten- 
tion. Probably Miss Edginton knows 
well enough that her fairy tale is not 
true to life ‘as it is, but possibly she 
means it to be true to life as it might 
be; certain it is that if sometimes 
husbands were a little more ready to 
remember in the first place, and for- 
get and forgive in the second, such | 
fairy tales as Miss Edginton's might 
supplant some of the more frequent 
tragedies of what is called reality. 

John Star was an ambitious boy 
who more than achieved his worldly 
ambitions. It is said that the child 
is father to the man, but sometimes 
it is hard to believe that the man is 
father to the child; for John's father 
was a worthless gambler and waster 
who, true to his type, believes that 
his failure is entirely due to lack of 
opportunity and to environment. And 
so he emigrates to New Zealand, leav- 
ing his little boy behind, utterly heed- 
less of the tragedy this means to his 
wife; for she and her little boy had 
always been great friends, and the 
unselfish part of John’s ambitions had 
been that he should share them with 
his mother, who should live with him 
in his “tremenjous”’ house! 

So when success has come his way 
and the ambitions are achieved, his 
mother is not there to share them; but 
his wife is. Unfortunately they do 
not mean so much to her, nor appar- 
ently doés she mean as much to John 
as they do!

-eury,” appearing first®in 1690, flour- 


ished for six years. The aim of. the 
society which it represented was “to 
advance all Knowledge and diffuse a 
general learning through the many,” 
“and by. that civilize more now ina 


_few years than Athens itself did of 


old during the ages it flourished.” It 
is interesting. fo discover that Swift 
humbly submitted to the Athenian 
Mercury the ode which occasioned 
Dryden’s famous utterance, “Cousin 
Swift, you will never be a poet.”

No names are more deservedly fa- 
miliar among printers and publishers 
than that of the Tonsons. Jacob, the 
elder, apprenticed to a bookseller at 
the age of fourteen, later embarked 
upon his own business, starting out 
with editions of Otway and Tate. But 
Jacob was too ambitious to be long 
satisfied with this achievement. We 
soon find him making overtures to 
the great literary dictator of his day, 
John Dryden. He obtained permis- 
sion to print “Troilus and Cressida” 
in 1684. For a time he and Dryden

Neither 
will it, if the popular view is justified, induce those 
friendly readjustments among the nations of the world 
which are necessary to re-establish the industrial equili- 
brium destroyed by the war and the events which have 
followed. é 

The Premier seems to have placed all his cards on 
the table. By his act he has dealt a masterly and telling 
blow against secret diplomacy and in support of the 
policy of “open covenants openly arrived at.” To such 
a brief there could have been no reply from a friendly 
power more reassuring than that given by the French 
Premier. 'M. Poincaré, just as frankly as Mr. MacDonald, 
states the motives and desires of his people. Their poli- 
cies have not been carelessly or hastily determined. This 
the French statesman makes plain. But he does not insist 
that their decisions are unalterable. He believes, as Mr. 
MacDonald expressed the hope, that the real interests and 
desires of the two peoples are altogether in harmony, 
and that both can be satisfied by the same means, There 
are several things about these letters that are encouraging. 

First, the method employed. As a rule, when the 
executive of one country wishes to address the executive 
of another he has a formal note sent through diplomatic 
channels that is delivered through the regular accreclited 
representative of his government at the capital of the 
other. But these letters are personal, written man to 
man, Such directness is a gain. Men being men, they 
can settle more things face to face, or by direct corre- 
spondence, than they can by formal methods. 

Second, the tone of the letters. Though it is evi- 
dent that both men wrote under suppressed emotion, each 
- trying to be calm and smiling, and yet as frank as pos- 
sible, the style, phrasing and accent of these letters differ 
materially from those of the notes exchanged last August 
between Lord Curzon and M. Poincaré. Those docu- 
ments were full of recriminations, accusations, and sly 
innuendo, which could not possibly lead to a reconstruc- 
tion of the entente cordiale. Each man evidently tried 
to be as disagreeable as he could without losing his self- 
esteem. To be sure, the bluntness of Mr. MacDonald in 
referring to French armament goes beyond regular 
diplomatic usage, but yet this very frankness is disarming. 

Third, the British admission that the French have 
“some justification for seeking security” as well as repara- 
tions, and that in both respects they have “suffered 
disappointments.” On these two points-the French have 
a stronger case than their former allies have at times 
been willing to recognize. M. Poincaré takes grateful 
note of this admission. 


Fourth, the mutual agreement that interallied debts — 


are to be settled at the same time as the reparations, 
though there is no such stipulation in the peace treaties. 
Only a united Europe can hope to carry this point in 
negotiations with the United States. 

Fifth,-the declarations by the two premiers that they 
intend to enhance the authority of the League of Nations. 
If France and Great Britain agree to co-operate through 
and within the League, it at once becomes powerful. 
Without such co-operation it must remain weak and 
ineffective. | 

So far Mr. MacDonald has taken the initiative, and 
he has a fair chance at achieving European leadership. 
During the past year M. Poincaré has- had his oppor- 
tunity, and has only succeeded in running into a “blind 
alley.” He is now faced by an election, and Mr. Mac- 
Donald, who knows where he stands, has the power to 
address the French Opposition.as well as the French 
‘Government. Lord Curzon had no such appeal to the 
“Bloc des Gauches,” and M. Poincaré knew it. 


THE Parliament of Canada is beginning a new session 
which promises to produce some interesting debates be- 
fore it is concluded. According 
to the forecast of government 
legislation, as outlined in the 
speech from the throne, an effort 
will be made to move in the 
direction of the Liberal Party’s 
}} pledge to reduce the tariff. It 
. is the announced intention of the 
Government to enforce rigorous retrenchment in public 


—_ 
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expenditures. Retrenchment is regarded as a necessary. 


step toward reduction of taxation. It is hoped to balance 
the Dominion budget this year “for the first time: since 
1912-1913.” a 

When this has been accomplished, the next. step will 
be to reduce federal taxes. The Government's declared 
belief is that such reduction ‘should aim primarily at 
reducing the cost of the instruments of production in 
the industries based on the natural resources of the 
Dominion.” In this policy, the Government may have to 
reckon upon opposition from protectionist members of 
the Liberal Party, as well as from the solid Conservative 
Party on the opposition side of the House. But the Pro- 
gressive Party, which is numerically stronger than the 
Conservative opposition, can be relied upon to bring 
valuable support to the Government in any genuine effort 
to reduce the tariff. 

Among other “measures forecast in the speech from 
the Throne, “provision for the consolidation of the reve- 
nue-collecting services of the Government under one 
administrative head” should commend itself to the coun-

try. In recent years, since the introduction of the income 


tax, sales tax, and other federal taxes, added to the older 
methods of customs duty, excise and inland revenue, 
many taxpayers in Canada have come to realize the need 
for simplification of the existing system. 

Legislation promised for this session includes an 
amendment to the Dominion Elections Act to provide for 
“the use of the transferable vote in single-member con- 
stituencies.’” The single transferable vote is a construc- 
tive measure. When more than two candidates are 


nominated for one seat in an election, the transferable 


vote assures the election of. the candidate who is the 
representative of the majority of votes cast. Without the 
single transferable vote, in three-cornered contests, it has 
frequently happened that the majority of votes have 
failed to secure representation: they have been divided 
between two unsuccessful candidates. When members 
are elected with a minority of votes, it does not tend to 
promote stability in Parliament. In the task of govern- 
ing a great Domifiion such as Canada, stability is highly 
necessary. The more effective voting method has the 
support of many experienced British statesmen. In de- 
ciding that Canada is ready for it, Premier Mackenzie 
King is looking ahead with sound political foresight. 


One of the most remarkable bits of evidence-to show 
that intelligent appreciation of the fact that understand- 
ing and co-operation must take 
the places of prejudice and con- 
flict Between Capital and Labor 
is growing in important places, 
was furnished in a recent ad- 
dress delivered in New. York. 
To grasp the full import of this 
speech one should know that it 
was made by a leading banker to an assemblage of 
bankers. The occasion was a dinner of the trust com- 
pany diyisien of the American Bankers’ . Association. 
The speaker was Evans Woollen of Indianapolis, presi- 


dent of the division. : 
. Mr. Woollen warned his hearers and the bankers of 


America to become more liberal in their views and to 
eschew. “Bourbonism” if they wished to see the capital- 
istic system continue in the United States and property 
rights remain’ unimpaired. One cannot afford to,accuse 
or suspect a man in Mr, Woollen’s position of being in- 


fluenced by “red” propaganda. It is — that his 
views were listened to by his hearers with attention and 


respect, that they will be pondered in the same spirit by 
bankers throughout the country, and that they will carry 
great weight with business men generally. Declaring 
that his position was “not politics, but business,” he said: 


More than anything else, we need understanding. 
We need understanding between those who have and 
those who have not; those who employ and those who 
are employed, and between those who work with their 
brains and those who work with their hands. Under- 
standing between all these is possible, but-understanding 
is impossible between the Bourbon and the radical. 
Our contribution is the avoidance of Bourbonism. 

A democracy gone wrong is a terrifying thing. . A 
more terrifying thing than the murders at Herrin was 
the breakdown of civil government at Herrin. It broke 
down because it was not supported by sound pfhblie 
opinion. It is breaking down less dramatically, but 
terrifyingly, at other points. 

With the Bourbon who holds that property right, 
unchangeable in all its aspects, is not discussable in 
any respect, there is no chance for understanding. There 
is chance for clash. He promotes the class conscious- 
ness that is his danger and the danger of those whose 
business it is to conserve property into the future. 

If we who believe in our political and social institu- 
tions recognize this fact, that free speech, short always 
of incitement to lawbreaking, is the right of those whose 
ideas we dislike not less than those whose ideas we 
like, we promote the chance for understanding. More- 
over, if the political and social institutions in which 
we believe will not withstand the free speech of those 
who do not believe in them, then we are in a bad way 
and our trust companies are not likely to conserve 
property into the far future. P 
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Although Mr. Woollen by his warning indicated a : 


belief that a tendency toward “Bourbonism” exists 


among bankers and business men, it is not necessary to: 


predicate this or to enlarge on it. The essential thing to 
consider is whether his general proposition is right and 
salutary, and, if it is, for bankers and business men to 
act on his suggestions for the good of themselves and 
the whole country and its institutions. If the influen- 
tial business men of the Nation will heed his warning 
and put some of the energy and intelligence they devote 
to their private affairs into their relations with the pub- 
lic and political life of the Nation, they will clean up 
several danger spots in short order. 

It is in the power of the bankers and’ business men 
to make both Teapot Dome scandals and Herrin disor- 
ders impossible in the future. 


ALTHOUGH it is generally recognized that the real 


strength of a nation is constituted in its citizenry, there 


is a common tendency, when 
thinking of Russia, to lay 
i eg stress on the personnel 
. of its government than on the 
| Russian rank and file of its people. This 
Peasant is probably due to the fact that 
ie _4 it is difficult to free the thought 
from the remembrance of the 
state of utter degradation and depravity’ in which the 
millions of Russian peasants lived in pre-war times, 
buoyed up with no hopes for the future and enjoying 
no part in the administration of their land. Today, how- 
ever, all this is largely changed, or rather, perhaps, it 
would be’ more correct to say, the leaven of change is 
fast working. This ignorant, down-trodden peasant 
class is disappearing, and in its place is rising a class 
which has tasted to a slight extent the benefits of libera* 
tion and which, as a result, is in no mood to submit 
uncomplainingly to such conditions as those under which 
its parents and grandparents suffered in silence. 

The old-time peasant felt, of course, no loyalty toward 
the Tsarist régime, though he was impotent to do any- 
thing to mitigate its terrors. He had grown up to regard 
it as something which would never change, and to which, 
therefore, he must, perforce, resign himself dumbly. See- 
ing the first ray of hope for better things in the Kerensky 
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Government and still brighter possibilities in the Soviet 
revolution, he almost blindly supported these, and at last 
awoke to find himself an altogether different individual 
from the one who had been forced by the Tsarist Admin- 
istration to take tip arms in the World War. 

This new peasant is a man who has traveled as a 
soldier, a man who, having thereby come in contact with 
many other minds besides those on his own plane. of 
thought, has been filled with revolutionary propaganda— 
much of it of the most radical type—and a man who 
has, in consequence, freed himself somewhat from the 
trammels of belief in the necessity for lifelong servi- 
tude. What is the result? Instead of being an insignifi- 
cant factor in‘the organization of his country, this new 
peasant has become a man who dares to make his needs 
and his. grievances known in no uncertain terms, and 
who from now on must be reckoned with seriously by 
any government which attempts to set itself up in power 
in his country. 

One of the most hopeful signs of this changing state 


of affairs is the fact that this new peasant is awakening 


to the need of education. He is seeing, dimly. perhaps. 
but still he is seeing, that, being a factor in his country’s 
welfare, he must rise to the responsibilities which this 
vision involves. Whatever the future holds for Russia, 
one fact is incontrovertible——that the peasant will never 


_again allow himself to be trampled under foot as little 


more than a beast of burden. It can only be hoped that 
he will continue to progress steadily in the direction of 
a fully self-governing democracy. 


Success has been the reward of the first production 
of the Dramatists’ Theatre, Inc., a group of American

lay, and there are indications 
thet it will run for several as Play 
months at the Belmont Theater, Producers 
New York. Perhaps the most (¢ =, 
significant part of the enterprise 
is the group's program of encouraging young writers. 
Instead of keeping this altruistic idea in the background, 
the six playwrights who constitute the organization have 
staged as their primary offering a comedy by Lewis 
Beach, who camé out of Professor Baker's drama course 
at Harvard a few years ago with a grim playlet called 
“The Clod.” 

- The very fact that the six did not choose a play by 
one of their menwers may possibly be taken as a sign 
of the practicality of the idea of their organization. Pre- 
suming that a play, in order to reach production, must 
have thé. approval of a majority vote, it is quite believ- 
able that this organization will make fewer mistakes in 
choosing plays than a producing company dominated by 
a single dramatist. 

Thereis no reason why dramatists should not be good 
group producers, working on a scheme as broad as that 
subscribed to by Owen Davis, James Forbes, Cosmo 
Hamilton, William Anthony McGuire, Arthur Richman 
and Edward Childs Carpenter, who are the six founders 
of the Dramatists’ Theatre, Inc. All these men have 
had long experience in the theater. This experience has 
evidently been of use to them in justly praised choice of 
the right players for their first production. 

In its first effort the Dramatists’ Theatre, Inc., has 
lived up to the specifications of their program. It may 
aot be too much to hope that, with continued success, 
this group will form a permanent producing company. 
Such a company could give the first performances of 
plays that later might be found worthy of sending on 
tour with a special touring cast. Such a company, per- 
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_manently established in its own theater, would make it 


possible for the dramatists of ‘this group to engage in 


. experiments, such as matinée tryouts of plays that do not 


promise outright commercial success, but which would 
believably draw good houses at occasional performances. 
Such an extension of the Dramatists’ Theatre, Ind¢., 
program would be of value to actors as well as to writers, 
fer it would do something to correct the evils of the long- 
run system that offers at present an incomplete career 
for the American actor, and would make increasingly 
significant the service to the stage of the Dramatists’ 
Theatre, Inc. : :

WHILE only occupying an inch or so of space in The 
Times of. London, a letter to that newspaper from a 
clergyman in Hammersmith, emphasizing his sense of the 
relationship which should exist between Christianity and 
politics, touches on one of the. main issues before the 
world thought today.

port of the Bombay Excise Department, issued since the 
system was inaugurated, The rationing was made ap- 
plicable to native, and’ not to foreign, liquors, and not only 
has the actual consumption fallen short of the permitted 
figure, which was itself fixed at from 5 to 10 per cent 
below the actual amount consumed in 1920-21, but it has 
missed that mark by nearly 20 per cent more.

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Oxford Votes for Labor

Oxrorp, Feb. 1—“That this House welcomes the advent 
of a Labor Government.” Such vras the decision of the Oxford 
Union Society when, after a debate a few nights ago, 248 mem- 
bers voted for the measure and 16! against it. Thus it is that 
this mother of parliamentary members, this famous debating 
scciety, the organ of Oxford University, which many would 
call the most conservative institut.on, after the House of Lords, 
in all England, should’ welcome a Labor Government to power. 

The meeting, of course, was historic. It had excited popular 
interest and the hall was filled—an occurrence which is not 
frequent. Amid the hundreds of pictures and photographs ot 
illustrious members of the past which cover the walls, and 
under the eyes of the women students and outsiders who leaned 
ever the balcony above, the officers, in full dress, presided on 
the dais, and the principal speakers, also in full dress, sat along 
the front wall. The students crowded the benches on the 
right and left side of the house, depending upon whether or not 
they were in favor of the question. ‘There was more than the 
usual delay in getting under way. Usually the reading of the 
minutes and -a:few clever remarks or embarrassing questions 
to one of the officers with hope of amusing the members, suffice 
for a prologue, 

But a deficit of £300 in the treasury. and the suspension 
of the stamping privilege for the members’ letters in order to 
balance the budget, was a matter which gave opportunity for 
much discussion, much expression of opinion and much banter- 
ing of words. The affair of welcoming the new president, 
Mr. C. H. O. Scaife, to office, as is the custom for every 
speaker at the beginning of term, offered an occasion for an 
additional exercise of ingenuity. References were made to his 
exalted position, his trip, with the other members of the Oxford 
Debating Team, to America, but best of all was the reminder 
that this is leap year and that he should guard himself against 
the advances of any members of the other sex—especially such 
of those that dropped their programs from the balcony to his 
feet. This was the suggestion of M. J. MacDonald, the son 
of the new British Premier, who is in residence at Queen's, 
one of the Oxford colleges. His speech was the outstanding 
one of the evening and probably one of the best that will occur 
at the Union during the year. » 

> 

Mr. MacDonald spoke with an animated sincerity that shows 
itself extremely rarely in the Union. Dressed, as the other 
principal speakers, in full dress, and resting his left elbow 
on the high table, he leaned slightly forward and used his 
right arm vigorously to impress his points. With the possible 
exception of the fact that he did not manifest the extreme 
polish of appearance and voice that-some Oxford youths possess 
he was much like any other public schoolboy that comes up 
to Oxford. 

When he had demonstrated his ability at humor by warning 
the president of leap year, his tone became firmer and he swung 
into his speech with the statement that we must not forget 
that it was a Socialist Government that now held office in 
England—that the Laber Government was a Socialist Govern- 
ment. He said that they realized they had taken the position 
with their hands tied, but they were the only ones who were 


‘ willing to assume the responsibilities at the present time. There 


were, however, some matters of legislation that were not 
entirely socialistic,that they would be able to enact. He gave 
as example of thése the relief/of the housing shortage. The 
slums of the cities. and the present lack of houses were the 
result, he said, of the shortsightedness -of the individualistic 
Conservative Government when it was in power in the last 
century. It had done nothing to care for the problems grow- 
ing out of a transference of population from country to urban 
centers, although it might have worked on that as well as the 
organization of corporations and schemes for railroads. 
ee ee ’ 

As self-government and representation had been developed 
in the field of politics, the Socialists expected to introduce the 
same thing in industry and to reduce the duplication and waste 
of effort that arose out of competition, young Mr. MacDonald 
declared... And now, though the hands of the Labor Govern- 
ment were tied, they would build a program which they would 
carry to the country later and ask for its indorsement. Concern- 
ing the policies that the Labor Government would adopt in 


‘ foreign affairs, his statements shared the vagueness of those 


of the leaders of his party. He concentrated the attention of 
his listeners on him through his speech, for they all felt that 
he was voicing a creed in which he believed and of which he 
had caught the ideals and fundamentals. Closing with the 
statement that, whatever way we looked at it, the Labor 
Government was now the greatest force for peace in the world, 
he was applauded long and vigorously. 

The other speakers of the evening were the common run 
of Union speakers. ‘They were typical boys from the English 
public schdols. They had made no attempt to get the facts of 
their subject in hand. Their only object was to amuse their 
listeners, and, in preparation for their speeches, they had 
searched for anecdotes and stories, and had neglected facts and 
logic. Most of their. wit and humor bore a labored stamp. In 
practice the Union is not a place where serious debates are 
held every Thursday evening during tcrm periods, but a place 
to which young Oxford students, back from their long vaca- 
tions abroad, go to be relieved of the dullness of a small city 
which, beside the University, is little more than a trading 
center: for farmers of surrounding districts. “Those who speak 
learn to be pleasing and amusing to the others, but there is 
little intellectual content or exercise in the discussions. There 


are many jokes and there are many banterings and bickerings _ 


of words and the phrases “upholding our dignity abroad,” and 
the “prestige of th: Empire” frequently recur. Most of the 
members left long before the debate was finished, going out of 
the right hand door or the left in order to register their votes 
for or against the measure. 

As the meeting was nearly over a young Australian dropped 
down in the seat beside me. “So this is what we get at the 
greatest debating society in the world,” he said. “Except for 
MacDonald’s speech, it is nothing but mere boyish babbling. 
Our little debating society at Melbourne University is far 
better than this, for we have people that are awake.” 

But, it indicates the rising tide of Liberalism that young 
MacDonald’s speech carried the House by so decisive a vote. 


Loose Talk About the League 


No suBJECT of recent discussion has been so completely 
misrepresented, perhaps, by inaccurate statements as the League 
of Nations. As one bogey of the League opponents has broken 
down, another has been conjured up to take its place. Echoes 
are still heard of the outworn argument that the League is a 
super-state. Answering that argument the News Bulletin of 
the League points out that “the League of Nations is not a 
super-state, first, because practically its decisions must be made 
by unanimous vote; and second, even when made, they are 
still but recommendations to the various governments,” 
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
